POSITION OVERVIEW
The United States District Court for the Western District of Arkansas is seeking a full-time career law clerk position
to a U.S. District Judge. Responsibilities of this position may include but are not limited to the following:

Research substantive issues of federal and state law;

Draft legal memoranda, opinions, and orders;

Analyze statutes, regulations, and substantive issues in all areas of civil and criminal law;
Perform case management and other administrative desk duties;

Provide legal counsel and support to the judge; and

Exhibit the highest standards of excellence and integrity.

QUALIFICATIONS
For appointment at a JSP Grade 12, a candidate must be a law school graduate from a law school of recognized
standing, and have demonstrated one of the following accomplishments or proficiencies:

e Standing within the upper third of the law school class from a law school on the approved list of either the
American Bar Association or the Association of American Law Schools;

e Experience on the editorial board of a law review of such a school;

e Graduation from such a school with an LLM degree; or

e Proficiency in legal studies that, in the opinion of the appointing judge, is the equivalent of one of the above.
Some examples of criteria that are considered to be acceptable as equivalent include, but are not limited to:

Publication of a noteworthy article in a law school student publication or other scholarly publication;
Special high-level honors for academic excellence in law school, such as election to the Order of the Coif;
Winning of a moot court competition or membership on a moot court team that represents the law school
in competition with other law schools;

Participation in the legal aid or other law school clinical program sanctioned by the law school; or
Summer experience as a law clerk to a state or local judge or law clerk experience on a continuing basis
in a private firm while attending school.

Qualification for JSP Grade 12 or above requires that the candidate be a member of the bar of a state, territory,
or federal court of general jurisdiction.

JSP Grade 12 — one year of legal work experience as a judicial law clerk or the practice of law.



JSP Grade 13 — two years of legal work experience as a judicial law clerk or the practice of law.
JSP Grade 14 — three+ years of legal work experience (*For JSP-14, two of the three required years of legal work
experience must have been served in the federal judiciary as a chambers law clerk, staff attorney, pro se law
clerk, bankruptcy appellate panel law clerk, death penalty law clerk, or Supreme Court Fellow.)

Legal work experience is defined as progressively responsible experience in the practice of law, in legal research,
legal administration, or equivalent experience received after graduation from law school. Major or substantial legal
activities while on military duty may be credited, on a month-for-month basis whether before or after graduation,
but not to exceed one year if before graduation from law school.
